Puffin’ banned in restaurants 
and town buildings

The town’s smoking bylaw, which bans 
smoking in restaurants, public buildings 
and public areas of retail stores, takes effect 
this coming Wednesday, July 13. 

“For everybody that voted for this, I 
think it’s important for them to know that, 
as of July 13, they can eat in restaurants,” 
Joanne Martel, health agent for the town, 
said last week. 

The bylaw was passed at Town Meeting 
in April and was approved by the attorney 
general in June. 

“Tt came back — start to finish - it’s OK. 
They didn’t question any section of it,” said 
Ms. Martel. 

The town posted the effective date of

More vandalism 


Juvenile faces charges in 
July 4 incident in The Park

A 16-year-old Andover male will face 
charges of malicious destruction of proper- 
ty and possession of fireworks after a police 
officer witnessed youths sending trash 
cans skyward with M-100s, each equal to a 
quarter stick of dynamite, in The Park on 
Bartlet Street, Monday, July 4. 

In total, three trash cans were destroyed 
by a small group of teen-agers shortly 
before 11 p.m. 

“While riding my bike I heard a big 
bang, louder than a normal firecracker,” 
said Sgt. William MacKenzie, who came 
upon the scene. 

Sgt. MacKenzie said he then “laid back 
to see” three teens with explosive devices

Gordon Bloom, of Weston, 
owner of the plaza buildings, said 
this week he would hope to get 
the space ready for Marshalls to 
move in by September. It will 
then probably take Marshalls 
another 60 days to open. 

“If all goes well, and we get 
cooperation from the contractors 
and the town, the store should 
probably open around Nov. 15,’ “is 
Mr. Bloom said Wednesday. 

Mr. Bloom said he hopes the 
new store will be able to provide 
a new place to shop, and jobs for 


_ local residents, by Thanksgiving. 


Marshalls, which has its cor- 
porate offices at Brickstone 
Square, has signed a lease for 
more than 21,000-square-feet of 
space, including that of the Jade,

Andover House of Carpets 
moved across the parking lot last 
year. New England Stores closed 
in February after 15 years in that 
location. ~ 

For many years, a W.T. Grant 
store occupied the same space 
that Marshalls is taking, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bloom. When it went 
out of business, the space was 
divided for the smaller stores. 
Now it will be broken up again. 

Marshalls would have liked to 
have an even bigger store, 
according to Mr. Bloom. 

“They would have loved to 
have 30,000 (square feet), but 
there was no more we could give 
to them,” he said. 

“We think it will not only help 
the shopping center, but it’s 
going to be good for the town,” 
Mr. Bloom said. 

Master plan 
Mr. Bloom said last March he 


was working on a “master plan” - 


for the plaza to make it a 
stronger shopping center. Mar- 
shalls fits into the plan, he said 
this week. 

“We plan in the future, hope- 
fully, to expand the supermarket 
and make some other changes,” 
Mr. Bloom said. 

But the changes will take 
place over time as leases run out, 
he said. 

“As part of the remodeling, 
we're going to begin remodeling 
of the whole center,” Mr. Bloom 
said.

Legislature passes 


Phillips’ safety zone 


An amendment to the state budget 
creating a “Campus Safety Zone” in 
the area of Route 28 in front of the 
Phillips Academy campus recently 
was passed by the Senate and House of 
Representatives. Sen. John O’Brien, D- 
Andover, sponsored this measure as 
an amendment to the Senate budget. 

“T proposed this initiative as a 
means to educate motorists of the dan- 
gers that can occur when due care is 
not taken when driving in a school 
zone. The impetus of my action on this 
matter was a recent accident which 
occurred on the campus of Phillips 
Academy,” Sen. O’Brien said. “The 
fact that this measure is now part of 
the budget now on the governor’s desk 
represents the first of many positive 
steps that can be taken by the town to 
help alleviate public safety concerns in 
the area.” ; 

The designation of the areas located 
on Main Street running between 
Wheeler, School and Dwight streets on 
the Phillips Academy campus and the 
section of Salem Street running 
between Main Street and Highland 
Road have been defined in the amend- 
ment as “Campus Safety Zones.” This 
designation will allow the town and 
state to work together to implement 
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Sen. O’Brien was dismayed, howev- 
er, that the language decided upon in a 
conference committee was significant- 
ly different than language he had suc- 
cessfully passed in the Senate in 
February. Under the Senate plan, a 
recipient’s entire welfare benefit 
would be eliminated at the end of two 
years. The final conference committee 
report eliminates only the adult por- 
tion after a period of two years. Sen. 
O’Brien noted, “I will be pushing both 
the governor and the Legislature to 
clarify the limit language to insure 
that recipients understand that, with 
few exceptions, they will not be 
receiving benefits after two years and 
that they must educate themselves in 
order to compete in the job market.” 

The welfare reform plan passed by 
the Legislature also included a “family 
cap” provision, which denies addition- 
al cash benefits to recipients who have 
additional children. Sen. O’Brien has 
been a consistent supporter of the 
“family cap” and is pleased that will be 
part of the state’s new welfare policy. 

“The taxpayers cannot afford to 
support a system that contains an 
incentive for teen-agers to have addi- 
tional children which they themselves 
cannot afford to raise,” he said. “The 
‘family cap’ encourages responsible 
family planning and is consistent with 
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this bill; and 


- A requirement that school-age 
children under the age of 14 be 
required to attend school if they or 


their parent(s) are to receive AFDC.

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Who are the clowns? 


A look at Andona Society

It has existed since before this centu- 
ry’s first civil rights bill (1957), Medi- 
care (1966), and Earth Day (1970). 

When five Andover women came 
together to form a civic and fundrais- 
ing organization during the Truman 
administration, the AFL-CIO merger of 
1955 was still three years away. 

Today, the Andona Society, an 
Andover organization best known for 
its Clown Town, is well into its fifth 
decade. Perhaps no group of clowns 
can be taken so seriously. 

“The organization was founded in 
March of 1952 by five Andover women 
who were looking for ways to give back 
to the community,” said Joan Duff, out- 
going president of Andona. “It’s inter- 
esting the organization has had such 
longevity since there is no national 
affiliation.” 

What the Andona Society does have 
is a number of women committed to 
Andover youth and their programs. 
The society has approximately 100 
active members and nearly 200 people 
involved at another level. 

Active members agree to a six-year 
commitment and those who have com- 
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pleted six years can drop some of their 
time commitment and become a 
“senior active” member, retaining 
their voting rights. 

There are 26 new active or “provi- 
sional” members this year. 

“Anyone can become a member. It’s 
an organization that supports Andover 


- youth and programs that Andover is 


involved in,” said Ms. Duff. “That’s 
what makes it successful, the fact that 
there are so many people and so many 
talents.” 

All members have the opportunity 
to vote on where they believe money 
raised by the organization should go. 

The Andona Society raised 
$43,430.02 from June 1993 through May 
1994, the largest chunk coming from 
receipts from Clown Town, the Andona 
Society event that turns a section of 
Andover into a temporary amusement 
park and causes several members to do 
their best Bozo impersonations. Other 
fundraising events include selling 
snowcones at Sidewalk Bazaar, the 
annual Andona Ball and a fashion 
show. 

Andona contributed $30,400, includ- 
ing more than $7,000 to send kids to 
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camp and $4,500 in scholarships to 
Andover High School students. 

This spring, Andona awarded $5,500 
to graduating seniors, adding a 766 
PAC scholarship. 

But that scholarship is just one of 
several new contributions added to the 
Andona roster during Ms. Duffs presi- 
dential tenure, a time she describes as 
“two years of incredible change and 
new challenges.” 

The Andona Society also added 
$2,500 for an Andover Elementary Cul- 
tural and Academic Enrichment pro- 
gram to benefit all the elementary 
schools, and has studied and created a 
new civic activity, Safety Saturday, to 
teach young children, aged 4 to 8, basic 
elements of safe living. 

The society created this new civic 
project because, with improvements in 
medical technology, it no longer made 
as much sense for Andona to check stu- 
dents’ eyes in the schools, said Ms. 
Duff. In the meantime, while the com- 
mittee was studying the needs of the 
community, Andona ran Spring Fling, 
a night for middle schoolers this year 
that drew approximately 250 students. 

“Tt was a well-attended event. Kids 
had a lot of fun,” said Ms. Duff. “What 
we found was a lot of enthusiastic, good 
kids who really enjoyed that evening.” 


Diane Hender, the newly elected 
Andona president, will oversee the 
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beginning years of Safety Saturday. 

‘Tm still going to stay involved, but 
certainly at a much lesser extent,” said 
Ms. Duff. During the school year she 
probably spends five hours a week on 
Andona, though “my family, (husband, 
Jim; daughter, Gwen; and son, Evan) 
might tell you it’s more than that.” 

“I do work full-time and can still 
manage the time commitment.” 

Ms, Duff is a business manager of 
systems integration and logistics for 
Bull in Lawrence and currently is 
involved with building and shipping a 
proprietary printing system world- 
wide. 

One thing she will probably not miss 
as Andona president is the number of 
extra phone calls she received every 
year during the winter holidays. The 
society runs a popular baby-sitting 
training program, and people are often 
searching for a list, 

“They start calling during the holi- 
days, desperate for those New Year’s 
Eve baby sitters,” she said. (Lists are 
available at Memorial Hall Library and 
the Andover/North Andover YMCA.) 


“If I look back and I learned any- 
thing about the organization, it’s what 
a talented organization it is and how 
they’re willing to give of their time,” 
she said. “Nobody ever said no. I can’t 
tell you what a worthwhile organiza- 
tion it is.”

emerge from a crowd of approximate- 
ly 25 youths and set off a devise, 
destroying another trash barrel. 
“The ash can blew about 30 feet in 
the air,” said Sgt. Mackenzie. 
After the 16-year-old, who is now 
facing charges, destroyed another 


barrel, Sgt. Mackenzie said he ped- { 


dled over and confronted the youth. 

“He had three quarter-stick explo- 
sive devises,” said Sgt. Mackenzie. 
“There’s going to be some court 
action and restitution to the town.” 

According to Jim Bamford, town 
forester, ‘the cost is insignificant,” 
approximately $10 for each barrel. 

“But it’s not the cost of picking it 

' up, it’s the burden upon society that 
people have to put up with it,” he 
said. “It’s not the dollars, it’s the lack 
of common sense.” 

In addition to charges of malicious 
destruction of town property, the 
youth may also face the charge of 
possession of infernal devises, a 
more serious charge than possession 
of fireworks, said Sgt. Mackenzie. 

After confronting the teen, Sgt.

Town officials say 
there was more than 
$40,000 in damage to 
town property 
attributable to vandalism 
during Fiscal Year 1994, 
which ended last Thurs- 
day, June 30. 

As of the end of May, 
139 instances of vandal- 


ism had been reported to the police. 

That figure puts Andover on a pace to 
have 336 reported cases in calendar year 
1994, up from 304 cases last year and 282 in 
1992. 

According to Sgt. Brian Pattullo, vandal- 
ism “definitely increases” during the sum- 
mer because of the warmer weather and 
amount of time people are likely to spend 
outside. 

Official vandalism totals for June were 
not yet available and vandalism such as the 
broken windows to Shawsheen and South 
schools last Thursday are not included in the 
more than $40,000 total.

Five of the town’s seven municipal 
employee unions have signed three-year con- 
tracts, all for the same salary increases, 
which total 9 percent over three years. Each 
contract covers the period from July 1, 1992, 
through June 30, 1995. 

The seven unions represent Andover’s 
roughly 300 municipal employees. 


The five that have signed include those 
representing Department of Public Works 
and Municipal Maintenance employees, 
which signed May 2; firefighters, May 25; 
police patrol officers, June 2; police and fire 
dispatchers, and independent employees. 

The independent employees, which 
include the town’s white-collar workers, 
signed just last week for salary increases, but 
still have some minor issues to work out in 
other areas of the contract, according to Rod 
Smith, town accountant. Town Manger Buzz 
Stapczynski was out of the office this week. 

The police department’s superior officers, 
including sergeants and lieutenants, com- 
bined two separate unions into one and are 


close to signing. Only some wording issues 
remain and those should be straightened out 
in one or two more meetings, according to 
Sgt. Brian Pattullo. 

The fire department’s superior officers, 
which include lieutenants and deputy chiefs, 
are still in negotiations. The salary issue has 
pretty much been settled and is in line with 
the other unions, according to Deputy Harold 
Wright. 

“Salaries are fine,” Deputy Wright said. 

But some terminology issues still need to 
be resolved and there are strong feelings on 
both sides, according to Deputy Wright. 

Both sides are in cordial relations and are 
negotiating and making progress, and expect 
to resolve their differences, the deputy said. 
Another meeting is scheduled for both supe- 
rior officers’ unions next week.

Junk-car bylaw will be enforced 


At the request of the town manager, the 
building inspector’s office will start the 
annual enforcement of the Zoning Bylaw, 
Article VIII, for the removal of “unregistered 
and/or junk cars” in accordance with the 
Andover Zoning Bylaw regulations:

Dorothy Piercy will talk about 
her “Main Street” mural this 
Wednesday, July 13, at noon, and 
Barbara Thibault will lead a 
walking tour through Spring 
Grove and St. Augustine’s ceme- 
teries Thursday, July 21, at 5:30 
p.m. 

Ms. Piercy has spent a lifetime 
caring about Andover, organiz- 
ers said. Some of her many con- 
tributions to the town are orga- 
nizing carpools for handicapped 
children to go to parks, and 
painting the landmark mural 
“Main Street” that hung at 
Ford’s Coffee Shop.

The tour of the cemeteries will 
complement the Historical Soci- 
ety’s current exhibition, 
“Andover’s Ethnic Heritage II:

Cutting to the chase 
Barber shop stories are long on entertainment —

Back when there was a rubber facto- 
ry on Railroad Street, said Sam Rei- 
tano, a large exhaust pipe was known 
periodically to fly off the factory roof 
and dent ground more than 50 yards 
away in any direction. 

One day, while Mr. Reitano was clos- 
ing up his barber shop, the pipe flew off 
and landed just a few feet from a man 
ene the parking lot, nearly killing 

im. 

The man looked up at Sam and 
asked, simply,-“Does this happen 
often?” 

Not too long ago, it seemed as if 
everything happened at the barber 
shop, or at the very least would soon be 
discussed there. A barber shop was the 
place for the town’s good news, and 
gossip, and government officials often 
stopped in to take the community’s 
pulse. 

“They used to tell us in school, 
‘Don’t talk about religion, don’t talk 
about politics and you'll do all right,’ ” 
said John Freitas, the current owner of 
Andover Barber Shop. 

But politics, particularly local poli- 
tics, have always been a staple at the 17 
Main St. barber shop, and other local 
hair salons. 

“This shop here’s been here about 
80-90 years and I’m about the eighth 
owner,” said John Freitas. People “tell 
stories. They’ll talk about stocks. 
They'll tell a lot of things.” 

“A lot of politics went through here, 
a lot of discussions,” said Charlie Tor- 
risi, a former owner and long-time bar- 
ber, who gave the shop its current 
name, “Like most barber shops and cof- 
fee shops like Fords, we used to get a 
round-out of what was wrong.”

tor seat, used to come in and discuss 
politics, he said. Also, when the town 
offices were still in Old Town Hall on 
Main Street, town officials used to 
come across to hear the word on the 
streets and in the big red seats from 
Joe Mazza, former owner and barber in 
town for 42 years. 

“A lot of them used to wait for the 
owner, Joe, and Joe would tell them 
what he thought,” said Mr. Torrisi. 

But while discussion of politics may 
be slowly dying as the town expands 
and politicians become more guarded, 
a barber shop is still a great place for a 
story. 

Mr. Reitano, of Colonial Barber 


Shop at 166 North Main St., has certain- 
ly heard his share. Since buying the 
shop in the previous owner’s driveway 
three decades ago, he figures he has 
given away enough gum and lollipops 
to pay for several cruises. 

As a member of the Unico service 
organization he has also helped to give 
away $1,000 scholarships to area stu- 
dents. In return, he mostly gets a floor 
full of hair and an earful of semi-believ- 
able yarns. 

“In this business, you hear a lot of 
rumors, if you will,” he said. “But how 
true is that? You get a lot of rumors.” 

Mr. Reitano can also get a lot of cus- 
tomers, as he did on June 23, when he 


29 


celebrated his 80th business anniver- 
sary by turning back the price clock 
and charging $2 for haircuts, close to 
the $1.75 that haircuts cost when he 
began his own establishment in 1964. 

In part because of that decision he 
spent the entire day on his feet, some- 
thing for which he is likely well pré- 
pared. 

After all, he may know the reason 
the shoe factory on Railroad Street is 
no longer in business: Too many free 
samples. 

According to Mr. Reitano, workers 
in the shoe business used to hang out 
the windows and yell to those walking 
by, “What size are you? Nine and a 
half? Boom,” and then throw down a 
pair of shoes. 

“I had a guy who used to bring me 
three or four pairs. I think people still 
have some new ones in their closets.”-~ 

The same way a true barber needs to 
always have another story. 


“T’'ve had some fun coloring people’s 
hair,” said Mr, Reitano, relaying anoth- 
er tale. “I had this guy one time, I 
sprayed his hair all white and I told 
him, ‘Go in and tell your wife, “I almost 
had an accident at the corner.” And he 
went along with it.” 

“Coffee shops like Ford’s, barber 
shops and town dumps” were where 
everyone met, said Mr. Torrisi. “Those 
were the three major places.” 

But with Ford’s and the town dump 
closed, it’s nice to know that some 
things have just about remained the 
same. The recent override of Proposi- 
tion 2%, for instance, was a fairly hot 
topic in the barber’s seat. 

“Byven today, if there was something 
going on with politics (I’d find out). 
That’s part of the job,” said Mr. Torrisi. 
“Just like the old wild west.”

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Senator O’Brien 
defends smoking votes 


Editor, Townsman: 

In response to two letters which 
appeared in last week’s edition of the 
Townsman pertaining to my vote in 
the State Senate regarding funding of 
the state-wide anti-smoking programs, 
I would like to set the record straight 
with respect to my extensive involve- 
ment with this most important effort. 

Most importantly, it must be under- 
stood that I did not vote against the 


anti-smoking program during the bud- ° 


get deliberations in the Senate. On the 
contrary, I voted with a majority of 
senators to appropriate over $77 mil- 
lion in cigarette tax revenue to the 
state’s anti-smoking programs. This 
vote hardly represents all abandon- 
ment of the anti-smoking crusade, as it 
was characterized in last week’s letters 
to the Townsman. It should also be not- 
ed that I did not vote to divert cigarette 
tax revenue from the programs autho- 
rized by the tobacco control legislation 
which the voters of the Commonwealth 
approved in November of 1992. 

Proponents of the anti-smoking cru- 
sade, whose efforts I have consistently 
supported, had hoped that the pro- 
grams would be funded at $96 million, 
the funding level which had been 
approved by the House of Representa- 
tives. The Senate decided not to follow 
the House of Representatives on this 
issue for two important reasons, 


First, the Senate based its appropri- 
ation on more conservative and more 
responsible cigarette tax revenue pro- 
jections for next year. This adjustment 
to the projected revenues for 1995 was 
due in large part to the fact that the 
1994 anti-smoking program benefited 


from 18 months worth of cigarette tax 
revenues. The Commonwealth began 
collecting revenues for this program in 
January of 1998, yet did not begin 
expending these funds until July of 
1993. The fiscal year 1995 budget, on the 
other hand, reflects a normal budget 
cycle with 12 months of revenues sup- 
porting 12 months of expenditures. 
Another factor contributing to the 
revised revenue estimate is the success 
of the anti-smoking effort itself. With 
fewer people buying cigarettes, less 
cigarette tax revenues are generated, 
Second, in light of the revised 
cigarette tax revenue projections, the 
Senate voted in favor of reducing pro- 
portionately every program which is 
funded by cigarette tax revenues. A 
“hold harmless” appropriation of $96 
million as advocated by the proponents 
of the anti-smoking program would 
have resulted in disproportionate 


reductions in other cigarette tax sup-. 


ported health programs, some of which 
contribute to the anti-smoking effort, 
such as family health and early inter- 
vention services for children and 
Healthy Start. 

In addition to my votes in support of 
the anti-smoking programs in both the 
1994 and 1995 state budgets, I have been 
a consistent supporter of other mea- 
sures which promote a smoke-free 
environment in the Commonwealth. I 
voted against a measure which would 
have diverted cigarette tax revenues 
into the D.A.R.E. program, typically 
supported by the general fund. I voted 
against legislation supported by the 
tobacco industry which would have 
hampered a town’s efforts to expand 
“no smoking” areas in restaurants. I 
co-sponsored a bill, still active in the 


Legislature, which would ban smoking 
in all restaurants in the Common- 
wealth. I have also been recognized by 


the American Cancer Society for my 
effort on behalf of the anti-smoking 
crusade, In short, I have established a 
record of consistent support for the 
state-wide anti-smoking campaign. 

In the short time I have served in 
the Massachusetts Senate, I have 
fought hard for the programs which 
are important to my constituents. My 
vote to appropriate over $77 million for 
anti-smoking programs is no excep- 
tion. As a state senator, I must balance 
the needs of my district with the need 
to be fiscally responsible. My vote on 
the anti-smoking program is consistent 
with trying to maintain this balance.

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Effort to raise 
Reg Marden’s 
plane delayed 


By Don Staruk 

The effort to recover the plane that went 
down in Nantucket Sound last month with 
Andover lawyer Reginald Marden and his 
son, Christopher, on board is scheduled to 
resume this weekend. 

“We're still trying to pull everything up 
and hopefully we'll have everything out by 
the end of the week,” Richard Childress, 
investigator for the National Transportation 
Safety Board, said Wednesday morning, July 
6. “I really think Friday or Saturday.” 

Mr. Childress said the recovery will take 
at least 24 hours once it gets started. 

“The only thing that’s constant about 
water recoveries is they always take longer 
than anticipated,” Mr. Childress said. 

Joyce Dyer, a spokesperson for the Feder- 
al Aviation Administration, said Wednesday 
the insurance company that is arranging the 
recovery has had trouble finding a barge 
large enough to perform the job. Daniel 
Klein, insurance adjuster in charge of the 
recovery, declined Wednesday to answer any 
questions about the recovery of the plane. 

Mr. Marden, 46, and Christopher, 16, dis- 
appeared Monday, June 6, while en route 
from Lawrence Municipal Airport to Nan- 
tucket after Mr. Marden radioed that the six- 
seat Beechcraft Sierra plane he was flying 
was losing power and that he would have to 
ditch into the sound. A Coast Guard jet flew 
over the area less than five minutes later but 
could not spot the plane or the Mardens. 
Nothing other than Christopher's guitar case 
was recovered in a three-day search. 

Mr. Marden’s body was recovered Thurs- 
day, June 16, in a fisherman’s nets. Christo- 
pher’s body has not been recovered. The 
plane was found on the bottom of the sound 
in 36 feet of water the same day Mr. Marden’s 
body was found, less than a mile away. An 
autopsy determined he drowned. The plane 
was essentially intact, upright on the bottom. 
The condition of the plane and Mr. Marden’s 
body indicated that both passengers were 
able to get out of the plane alive. 

On Thursday, June 28, an effort by the 
insurance company to raise the plane failed 
when a crane shifted and tipped into the 
water, dropping the plane back to the bottom 
and sinking the Hyannis-based barge. A larg- 
er barge was contracted in New Bedford to 
refloat the smaller barge and recover both 
the crane and the plane, but foggy weather 
has prevented the effort.

Smoking is still allowed on munici- 
pal property outside of buildings, such 
as in The Park and at Pomps Pond. 
Although the original proposal would 


“have banned smoking on all town prop- 


erty, members of the Board of Health 
backed off slightly in that regard. 

“I think they thought that was just 
going beyond the scope of what they 
were trying to do,” said Ms, Martel, 

The board also chose not to attempt 
to regulate smoking around the door- 
ways of buildings, and instead opted to 
leave that to be dealt with on a manage- 
ment level. 

Along with their June 30 paychecks, 
all employees of town offices received a 
memo advising them that the smoking 
room on the third floor of town offices 
will be done away with as of July 13. 
That room will now be available for 
other uses. 

Education encouraged 

Ms. Martel and Everett Penney, 
health director, said health agents are 
not going to go out next week and start 
slapping the $50 and $100 fines on any 
businesses or individuals in violation.

“We realize that there are going to 
be a lot of gray areas. We're going to 
make it as smooth and as friendly as 
we can for the business people,” Mr. 
Penney said this week. 

Health agents will make an attempt 
to educate the public and the owners 
and employees of businesses in town. 
A seminar was scheduled for yester- 
day, Wednesday, July 6, from 2:30-4 
p.m, at town offices, to explain the 
bylaw and its planned implementation 
to food-service and retail-establish- 
ment owners and managers, and to 
remind them of their responsibilities 
under the bylaw. 

Restaurants will also be given a 
handout to give to customers explain- 
ing the bylaw. 

“But that’s not to say that, if we get a 
complaint, we won't follow up on it,” 
Ms. Martel said. 

Flagrant violators or those showing 
no attempt to conform to the bylaw can 
expect to be forced into compliance, 
even if it means suspension of permits 
issued by the Board of Health. 

“We have the ticketing bylaw 
already in place,” Ms. Martel said. 

The public is also’encouraged to 
take part in the community policing, 
Ms. Martel said. 

Variances 

Two businesses have discussed 
applying for a variance from the 
bylaw, which would allow them to set 
up a separate facility where food ser- 
vice would be a secondary use and 
where smoking would be allowed. 

“Just yesterday we got our first offi- 
cial request for a variance,” Mr. Pen- 
ney said.

uses for a comedy night three nights a 
week. The primary purpose of the facil- 
ity would be entertainment, and a sepa- 
rate ventilation system would be 
installed. 

Mr, Penney said it might take two 
months or longer for the Board of 
Health to respond, and that his depart- 
ment would not shut down the comedy 
nights at Grill 93 during that time. If 
there are complaints during that time, 
his department will work with the 
management of the restaurant to 
address them, he said. 

Alicia Parsons, co-owner and opera- 


‘tor of Eighteen Elm Street, has also 


talked with the health department 
about applying for a variance. 

“What I’m trying to do is convert a 
room, upstairs totally closed off from 
the rest of the restaurant, into a smok- 
ing area,” Ms. Parsons said this week, 

She is considering building a second 
bar in half of her upstairs and using 
the other half for a private function 
room, which is allowed under the 
bylaw. She would partition the area off 
and install separate ventilation, and 
food service would be secondary. 

Ms. Parsons said she is in favor of 
no-smoking in restaurants. 

“J, personally, am looking forward 
to not having any smoke in my bar,” 
Ms. Parsons said. 

But she is worried about the finan- 
cial impact on her business, since she 
has a large clientele of smokers, she 
said. 

“Why should all the smokers need to 
go out of Andover?” she asked. 

But Ms. Parsons said she will wait 
and see the effect of the bylaw’on busi- 
ness before she takes on the expense of 
applying for a variance.
